SECTION 1. SHORT TITLE; AMENDMENT OF 1986 CODE.3

(a) SHORT TITLE.—This Act may be cited as the4

‘‘Marriage Tax Penalty Elimination Act of 1998’’.5

(b) AMENDMENT OF 1986 CODE.—Except as other-6

wise expressly provided, whenever in this Act an amend-7
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ment or repeal is expressed in terms of an amendment1

to, or repeal of, a section or other provision, the reference2

shall be considered to be made to a section or other provi-3

sion of the Internal Revenue Code of 1986.4

(c) SECTION 15 NOT TO APPLY.—No amendment5

made by section 2 shall be treated as a change in a rate6

of tax for purposes of section 15 of the Internal Revenue7

Code of 1986 .8

SEC. 2. ELIMINATION OF MARRIAGE PENALTY IN INDIVID-9

UAL INCOME TAX RATES.10

(a) GENERAL RULE.—Section 1 (relating to tax im-11

posed) is amended by striking subsections (a) through (e)12

‘‘(b) HEADS OF HOUSEHOLDS.—There is hereby im-1

posed on the taxable income of every head of a household2

(as defined in section 2(b)) a tax determined in accordance3

with the following table:4

‘‘If taxable income is: The tax is:
Not over $33,950 .......................... 15% of taxable income.

Over $33,950 but not over

$87,700.

$5,092.50, plus 28% of the excess

over $33,950.

Over $87,700 but not over

$142,000.

‘‘(d) ESTATES AND TRUSTS.—There is hereby im-9

posed on the taxable income of—10

‘‘(1) every estate, and11

‘‘(2) every trust,12
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taxable under this subsection a tax determined in accord-1

ance with the following table:2

‘‘If taxable income is: The tax is:
Not over $1,700 ............................ 15% of taxable income.

Over $1,700 but not over $4,000 .. $255, plus 28% of the excess over

$1,700.

Over $4,000 but not over $6,100 .. $899, plus 31% of the excess over

$4,000.

Over $6,100 but not over $8,350 .. $1,550, plus 36% of the excess over

$6,100.

Over $8,350 ................................... $2,360, plus 39.6% of the excess over

SEC. 3. ELIMINATION OF MARRIAGE PENALTY IN STAND-6

ARD DEDUCTION.7

(a) IN GENERAL.—Paragraph (2) of section 63(c)8

(relating to standard deduction) is amended to read as fol-9

lows:10

‘‘(2) BASIC STANDARD DEDUCTION.—For pur-11

poses of paragraph (1), the basic standard deduction12

is—13

‘‘(A) $8,500 in the case of—14

‘‘(i) a joint return, or15

‘‘(ii) a surviving spouse (as defined in16

section 2(a)),17

‘‘(B) $6,250 in the case of a head of18

household (as defined in section 2(b)), or19

‘‘(C) $4,250 in any other case.’’20
